In  oar  former  article  on  thin  subject  w< 
•poke  of  the  f'rquency  ol  ^ocrtl  political 
alactiua*  in  this  country  a*  baring  a  d* 
moralising  tendency,  wide-spread,  tar 
ranching,  and  t  vrr  increasn.g  It  ia  aaton 
iahiog  bow  it  permeates  ever;  department 
of  aociety,  giving  character  and  stgnifi- 
ctart  to  the  midnight  conclave  ;  firing  tb« 
mercenary  ambition  of  dreamy  youth  ; 
weakening  the  magnetic  power  of  the  do 
mealic  circle,  and  relaxing  the  furce  ul 
personal  const  lentiousae**  already  too 
•iaetic. 

Is  it  possible  to  arrest  its  evil  tendency  f 
We  should  say  not  wholly.  Univcraal  aul 
frags  is  being  grnerally  engrafted  on  our 
republican  institutions  iu  the  eariuus 
Stales,  and  tbs  people  are  not  likely  to  re¬ 
linquish  the  hold  they  have  on  power.  The 
ballot  is  its  constant  token  and  it*  won¬ 
drous  manifestation.  Every  opportunity 
of  rolling  tbe  ballot  between  his  Bugera 
and  of  flaunting  it  in  the  lice  of  wealth 
and  culture,  ia  an  occasion  for  the  voter  to 
assert  his  liberty  of  opinion,  hia  equality 
of  citisenahip,  and  a  tentorial  prerogative 
Over  bis  rulers.  The  right,  having  been 
conceded,  can  never  be  recalled,  but  by 
revolution,  winch  overturns  all  things  ; 
nor,  indeed,  should  we  wish  to  revoke  it  it 
ws  could. 

It  gives  a  concentrated  power  to  the  vot 
ing  citizen*,  which,  like  the  avalanche, 
nothing  can  stay  ;  or,  like  the  rising  tide 
of  the  sea,  no  Unite  power  can  subdue. 

It  is  not  only  the  semblance  of  power,  it 
ia  potency  ilaelf,  irresistible  and  god  like 
The  expresaion,  "  sovereign  people, ■'  la  not 
a  flourish  of  rhetoric,  it  is  a  verity,  a  bona 
JLU  embodiment  of  power,  whose  fiat  is 
accepted  aa  all-controlling,  if  nut,  also,  as 
infallible. 

In  what  then  consists  tbe  demoralizing 
tendency  of  our  frequent  elections  ?  With¬ 
out  intending  to  expatiate  at  length  upon 
this  fertile  theme,  we  will  attempt  to  enu 
(Derate  mine  ol  the  causes  of  the  corrup 
tioo  we  all  deprecate.  But  first  we  must 
restrict  our  ciiticism.  as  we  did  in  the  fai- 
mer  p  •per,  to  the  g*  i*ritl  elections  for  Slate 
and  National  fuuction  tries.  The  local 
elections  for  town  aud  county  inturcrU  aie. 
for  the  most  part,  innoccut  of  tbe  sad  con¬ 
sequence  that  flow  from  tbe  former. 

Tbe  representation  in  the  municipal  gov 
•rnments  of  Urge  cities,  in  the  State  legis 
ltture  aud  in  the  National  Congress,  are  the 
SrM*  of  political  -ootest  mat  an  geodes, 
awaken  and  arouse,  in  ruani.old  ways,  the 
baser  passions  of  our  nature — “  the  lust  of 
the  flesh,  the  lust  of  the  ey  e  and  tbe  pride 
of  life.” 

The  poeition  of  legislator  insures  the 
much  coveted  power  of  law-maker,  and  a 
direct  ot  indirect  patronage.  This  greatly 
testa  the  weak  and  vulnerar-le  points  in  the 
character  of  tbe  Honorable  Memlier  tier  t 
He  will  prove  himself  s  hern  if  be  can 
withstand  the  onset  which  will  be  made 
fiom  within  and  without.  In  too  many 
cases,  alas  I  we  know  lie  succumb*,  then 
hardens,  aud  then  comes  to  “glory  in  his 
shams.** 

Nevertheless,  we  cannot  dispense  with 
this  constant  recurrence  to  the  suffi  age  ol 
tbe  people.  It  is  needi-d  not  only  for  the 
election  of  our  rulers,  but  also  tor  their  in 
structiou,  for  tin  ir  reproof,  their  encourage 
merit  snd  support.  The  elections,  how¬ 
ever,  w  rutd  be  lea  frequent  if  the  tenure 
ot  office  were  for  longer  periods,  say  at 
least  double  the  present  duration.  This 
would  greatly  mitigate  the  evils,  and  the 
benefits  slimier]  to  would  be  secured  by 
public  meetings  r  ailed  for  the  purpose  ol 
getting  an  expression  of  public  sentiment. 

Take  from  the  representative  the  power 
ot  patronage,  and  the  expectation  ot  for 
tune  from  his  office,  and  the  mercenary 
molt  vo  ie  removed.  This  would  aleo 
greatly  mitigate  the  worst  evils  of  the 
•'actions.  The  Civil  Service  reform  is  a 
long  step  ii  the  right  direction,  and  ll 
President  Grant  perseveres  in  this  reform 
till  it  ia  an  established  success  lie  will  da 
serve  and  receive  the  uniaiunded  gratitude 
ot  tbe  American  people.  Tliie  will  dimm¬ 
ish  the  importance  of  so  frequent  general 
,  elections  arid  also  shite  the  demoralising 
1  nil  Hence  attending  them. 

We  rwserve  for  one  more  paper  some  re¬ 
marks  on  “rotation  in  office.”  trusting 
that  the  patience  of  our  readers  will  con 
tinne  with  ns  to  the  end.  On  all  the*

Ia  the  private  convenience  or  person  el 
desire  of  one  individual  to  obstruct  the 
progreea  of  improvement,  and  the  legiti¬ 
mate  growth  of  the  town!  It  is  of 
the  last  importance  for  Bloomfield  to 
settle  this  question.  We  have  been  pur 
suing  tbe  snail-like  policy  long  enough 
Tiiree  years  ago,  the  citizens,  owuers  of 
p  operty,  on  one  of  the  principal  street* 
radiating  from  the  Centre,  after  repeated 
conferences  determined  that  it  was  expedi¬ 
ent  and  desirable  to  increase  the  width  ol 
the  street  to  sixty  feet;  all  absented  to  it, 
agreeing  to  donate  the  land  and  to  move 
their  1<  nee*  at  their  own  individual  ex¬ 
pense.  It  woe  sulnequently  advised  and 
deemed  necewary.  in  order  to  make  it  legal, 
lljat  the  agreement  should  be  in  Wilting 
and  Ire  filed  with  the  town  teoorde.  The 
ignatures  were  pr  mptly  given  by  all  but 
«•<«  citixen,  but  as  be  had  previously  con 
settled  to  the  arrangement  and  it  waa  not 
doubted  that  he  would  act  in  good  faith 
v  ith  his  neighlMirs,  the  other*  all  went  to 
work  and  set  their  fi  nces  back,  and  in 
some  instance*  their  trees,  (unfortunately 
to  the  sacrifice  of  some  of  them)  without 
waiting  for  the  “unready”  one,  who  s.ill 
delayed.  The  next  year  the  dilapidated 
bridge  over  the  stream  which  crosses  this 
road  at  the  foot  of  Washington  bill,  was 
to  lie  replaced  by  a  subatan  ial  arched 
bridge,  at  the  expense  of  the  County.  The 
County  Board  of  Frechdldera  wanted  to 
build  it  sixty  feet  wide,  but  could  not  do 
it  till  the  recalcitrant  citixen  aforeaaid. 
should  cede  to  the  town  the  additional 
width  as  he  had  agreed  with  his  neighbors 
to  do,  as  well  ss  they. 

Of  course  be  was  not  quite  ready  yet;  he 
seldom  is  reidy,  utili  se  it  be  in  the  xrbitrurj 
exercise  of  unwarranted  authority  at 
Christina*  time. 

The  County  Board  Commissioners  could 
ace  no  reason  why  Essex  County  should 
wait  on  the  whims  of  one  man,  end  there¬ 
fore  decided  to  go  ahead  and  put  up  tbe 
bridge  in  accordance  with  the  ancient 
width  of  the  rood,  which  waa  50  feet 
Hence  the  unsightly  limits  of  the  struct 
urc  and  awkward  switch  in  the  sidewalk 
at  ilia*,  point.  Reproaches  without  nuin 
ber  have  been  cast  at  the  citixen*  aa  that 
street,  who  patiently  endure  theee  injuries 
and  others  for  like  Cause. 

Now  at  length  the  citizens,  without  an' 
other  dissenting  voice,  having  waited  time 
years  for  their  unready  neighbor  to  place 
his  fence  back  as  formerly  agreed,  end  as 
all  the  others  have  done  two  or  three  years 
since,  memorialized  t  he  Town  Com  cil,  ar- 
cor<  i  g  io  law,  to  determine  and  d<  Clare  1  y 
ordinance  that  the  width  of  Washington 
Street  is  Sixty  feet,  and  that  all  owners 
be  required  to  remove  olietructions  to  that 
extent  from  this  public  highway.  Due 
warning  and  notice  of  the  application  were 
given.  It  would  natuially  be  supposed 
that  every  good  citizen  would  a<  quiesce 
in  tbe  ua.rnm'tt*  and  legal  requisition  o 
his  fellow  citizens  snd  the  town  authority, 
but  our  unready  neighbor,  with  broad  snd 
vnbiable  acres,  makes  a  piteous  appeal  to 
the  memtiera  of  the  Council  at  their  homes, 
ami  then  in  the  Council  assembled,  that 
they  should  not  “  oppress  him”  by  pulling 
him  to  the  expense  of  moving  hia  fence 
new.  If  they  will  only  wait  till  the  times 
are  easier  !  snd  he  even  hopes  it  may  be 
perfectly  convenient  for  him  to  do  it  next 
year  1 

Hive  we  not  dawdled  in  this  way  long 
enough  t  Where  ie  our  enterprise  t  Our 
•uialiMit,  even,  if  sa«  citixen  ia  to  keep 
back  our  improvemetitx  for  year*  and  im 
pose  upon  our  unwilling  citixen*  the  need 
leaa  and  perpetual  rye-sore  ot  a  bridge  ten 
feet  narrower  than  the  street  f 

We  trust  our  honorable  Councilman  will 
pay  some  regard  to  the  reasonable  demand* 
ol  aiaelntb  of  the  owner*  of  the  proper 
ty  on  thia  important  and  much  traveled 
thoroughfare. 

They  should  know  that  itT*  not  tbe  mere 
expense  of  moving  hie  fence  tbet  prompt* 
rTrt*  opposition.  There  1*  ■  covetous  fear 
of  taring  the' surplus  dirt  which  most  of 
us  undetstand  and  which  it  ie  believed 
lielong*  to  the  public  and  ia  much  needed 
forth*  improvement  of  this  very  street  or 
others  in  the  neighborhood.  If  this  opln 
ion  of  ownemhip  ia  erroneous  and  it  rightly 
belongs  to  him  every  ritixra  will  deal  re  him 
to  hmva  hia  own,  but  that  i*  so  n 
Vby  the  Improvement  xbonld  be  delayed 
any  longer.  Surely  three  year*  of  ahiily 
ahallyiag  ia  quits  enough.
